bank, less a sum known as the 
discount rate. Increasing the dis- 
count rate thus tends to restrict 
bank loans. 

The new rate is effective next 
Monday. It was approved by the 
reserve board and the Federal 
Open Market Committee, an 
inter-agency body, after loans and 
holdings of corporate and munici- 
pal securities held by reserve 
member banks rose by one and 
a half billion dollars within six 
weeks. 

* Excessive Expansion. 

“Such an expansion under pres- 
ent conditions is clearly exces- 
sive,” the reserve board said in a 
statement. 

It added that it is prepared to 
“restrain further expansion of 
bank credit, consistent with the 
policy of maintaining orderly con- 
ditions in the Government securi- 
ties market.” The board said 
additional legislation to curb 
credit may be needed later. 

In a related move, Secretary of 
the Treasury Snyder of St. Louis 
announced that insurance com- 
panies, savings banks and other 
institutional investors now may 
buy up to $1,100,000 worth of 
Series F and G Government bonds 
this year. The former limit was 
$100,000. 

This will provide the Govern- 
ment with ready funds without 
contributing very much to infla- 
tionary pressures. Such investors 
usually buy Government bonds as 
investments to lay aside until 
they mature. Commercial banks, 
by contrast, can use Government 
bonds as the basis for loans, in- 
flating credit. 

New Bond Offering. 

Secretary Snyder announced 
also a big new offering of treas- 
ury notes. Two series of 1% per 
cent} 13-month treasury notes 
will be offered in exchange for 
four series of maturing securities

The only 
news that coud be relayed from 
Eighth Army headquarters corre- 
spondents was phoned over one 
of the few non-military telephones 
still remaining in use. 
Eighth Army headquarters al- 
ways has barred newspaper men 
from using telephones inside of 
headquarters. 

Under Way Two Days. 
Removal of telephones and tele- 
types has been under way two 
days. 

The last press telephone line, 
located in the correspondents’ 
billet, was taken out today after 
newspaper men literally sat on it 
to hold it, Associated Press Cor- 
econ Lief Erickson report- 


At one, point in negotiations 
preceding this it was understood 
the telephone would be left for 
the use of correspondents. Later 
this last circuit also was taken 
out. This despite the fact that 
Brig.

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Plan to Block Traffic 2 


Traffic Commissioner Charles G. Gonter’s plan 
to eliminate left turns at all intersections where 
there are electric signals promises to make driv- 
ing an automobile in St. Louis next to impos- 
sible. 

It would compel anybody who wants to turn 
left to do one of two things. Either he would 
have to block traffie in the center of a busy 
thoroughfare while waiting for an opportunity 
to turn left into an unimportant street, or he 
would have to drive around an entire extra 
block, making right-hand turns. 

Even the second course would slow traffic, 
for three right-hand turns add up to more 
traffic-blocking than one left-hand turn, and the 
length of time required to drive somewhere 
could be increased by several minutes. 

What St. Louis needs is to make it easier, not 
harder, to drive in the city. Far more effec- 
tive and far less annoying than Mr. Gonter's 
plan would be the co-ordination of traffic lights 
—as they are now co-ordinated on a handful of 
thoroughfares—so that it would not be necessary 
to stop at every electric signal. 

Traffie lights should be installed at many of 
the intersections which now have only stop signs. 
Stops should be required only during rush hours 
at many intersections now controlled by stop 
signs, The speed limit on a few main thorough- 
fares should be raised to 35 or 40 miles, the 
speed at which motorists now drive on them any- 
way. And parking regulations, particularly the 
prohibition against double parking, should be 

enforeed strictly. .

The big difference between the association 
and the St. Louisans is that the association 
wants to look only at the top of a chimney while 
Mr. Carter and Prot, Tucker insist that it is 
also necessary to have a look at the bottom.

What applies to smoke would also seem to 
apply to fly ash and other noxious matters, Mr. 
Carter has asked the Aldermen to tighten up the 
St. Louis air pollution ordinance. We hope they 
will not be dissuaded by the National Associa- 
tion ef Power Engineers, especially since this 
group was used as a sounding hoard for the Coal 
Producers’ Committee for Smoke Abatement. 
Some snide remarks were made about the ability 
of Mr. Carter and Prof. Tucker. Their qualifi- 
eations are beyond such self-interested attack.

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Tito Looks at China 


Yugoslavia’s Premier Tito, in an interview 
with an Indian journalist, laid down an inter- 
esting principle and made an interesting pre- 
diction. : 

The principle: “Where a Communist party is 
in power, it cannot accept dictation from abroad 
in the form of crude economic exploitation with- 
out undermining its national independence.” 

The prediction is that Communist China 
would resist Soviet domination when the Rus- 
sians begin to exploit it economically as they 
did Yugoslavia. 

Owing to the absence of diplomatic relations 
with China, and te the Communist Government’s 
blackout of news, we in this country can have 
no very clear idea of Red China’s relations with 
Moscow. We do not know to what extent 
Soviet Russia has attempted economie exploita- 
tion of China, or has sought to dominate Peiping 
in ether ways. 

A great many Americans have assumed, with- 
out waiting for proof, that Mao Tse-tung would 
be a willing puppet of Stalin. But the opposite 
assumption can also be made, that he will turn 
out to be another Tito. It might even be said 
that the odds favor this, since China’s vast ter- 
ritory and millions of people would be much 


harder to take over than a small satellite coun- 


try ugder the gun of the Red Army. 

Assuming that Mao Tse-tung is in Chins to 
stay, a-Titoist China is obviously more to our 
interest than a puppet China—and more in the 
interest of peace. Should not the United States 
therefore try to create a situation in which Mae 
Tsetung and China would have more to gain 
from independence than from yassalage? 

Walter Lippmann’s words, should we not “treat 
the government in Peiping as if it were, so that 
it may have the chance and the reason to be- 
come, an independent Chinese government”? 
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“NO HITCHING ON!”

with shotguns, rifles, and any other avail- 
able weapong—in suburban Kirkwood, a 
fundamentally residential area a few miles 
outside the city limits. The squirrels, it 
seems, have béen annoying citizens by dig- 


ging up the front yards of residents to 


bury—or recover—nuts, et cetera. 


This disturbs us no end, for some years 
of our boyhood were spent in Kirkwood 
in the out-of-Louisiana interim in the lives 
of our immediate ancestors. At that time 
it was a case of the authorities chasing 
us and our companions for hunting squirrels 
—not of the authorities hunting the 
squirrels. 


Our favorite hunting spot was the siz- 
able clump of trees in the southwest sec- 
tion of the huge Gratz estate, whieh later 
became a country club or 4 real estate 
subdivision or something 

There were plenty of squirrels in the 
Gratz place, but that wasn't the chief rea- 
son for hunting there. There were plenty 
of squirrels in the Boyd place across the 
tracks, too. A big sign reading “No Hunt- 
ing” was what made it indispensable to bag 
our game in the Gratz area. There was 
no sign pn the Boyd place and youngsters 
were welcomed there to fish in the big 
pond in summer and skate on it in win- 
ter. It was quite unattractive to pre- 
teen-age hunters. 

Another advantage of Gratz hunting was 
that after the first few shots the custo- 
dian of the estate always came prancing 
down from the big barn, usually waving 


a club and yelling all kinds of things. We 
had his speed gauged pretty well and 
usually we could bag at least one more 
squirrel. Then we'd light out down the 
car tracks at a well paced lope, his honor 
the custodian galloping along behind. We'd 
keep him about 50 yards in the rear—just 
enough to make him think he might catch 
us and thus encourage him to keep run- 
ning. After about a mile we'd put on a 
sprint and leave him far behind. 


The race took place about twice -a week 
and we could have sold tickets if we'd just 
had enough sense. 

In that era of American history hunt- 
ers, old and young, hunted for sport, No 
one thought of shooting even a hawk out 
in the Big Bend farm area—now a high- 
way honky-tonk section—except on the fly. 
A rabbit was safe in the lowlands of Sugar 
Creek so long as it sat still. When it ran 
it was game. And everything shot was 
eaten—except the scourges, such as hawks, 
of course. Squirrel boiled in a tin can in 
the woods tasted better than fricassee at 
home. A kid using anything larger than 
a .22 caliber rifle for squirrels would have 
been ostracized. A good BB gun was a 
much-used weapon; it didn’t kill as a 
rule but a square shot between the eyes 
stunned g squirrel enough to bag him. 
And part of the sport was hitting a spot 
half the size of a dime; not just killing 
something. 

Well, as we said, in those days people 
who hunted squirrels got chased, some- 
times, by the authorities; now it's the 
squirrels that get chased—by riflemen in 
squad cars. Civilization moves forward.

The Senate committee made 
one other change in the bill. Al- 
lowances would date from July 1 
—shortly after the Korean war 
started—to cover all men called 
to duty since then or in service 
at the time. Originally the Ad- 
ministration suggested that the 
family allowances start Sept. 1 
but that they be dated back to 
cover August. 

The cost of the Senate bill, 
which may be ready for debate 
next week, is estimated at $187,- 
000,000. The estimate is based on 
an assumption that the armed 
forces total will climb to 2,500,000 
by next July 1. 

Air Guard Calls Slated. 

Three or four Air National 
Guard groups will be called to 
active duty within the next 
month, it was learned. The guard 
air groups will be the first to be 
called up since the outbreak of 
the Korean war. They will be as- 
signed as air support teams for 
the four National Guard divisions 
which already have been ordered 
to active duty and are soon to re- 
port, informed sources said. 

Each air group is equipped 
with 75 planes, mostly propeller- 
driven F-51 Mustangs of World 
War II fame. 

Both the Marine Corps and the 
Army are calling up additional 
reserves, Orders are going out 
now or will within a few days, 
the services said yesterday. 

The Marine Corps said all en- 
listed men of sergeant’s rank or 
below in its volunteer reserve 
will be called to active duty. Both 
aviation and ground forces are 
affected. 

This follows plans announced 
Aug. 8. The Marines said then 
all their 80,000 volunteer reserves 
would be summoned to active 
duty. The volunteer reserve com- 
prises men who are not members 
of organized reserve units or the 
fleet Marine Corps reserve. 

Orders to Go Out Soon. 

The corps said that within a 
few days it will start sending re- 
call orders to male officers in the 
grades of captain and lieutenant 
in the ground forces. It said most 
of them will report in September 
and October. 

The Marine Corps said no offi- 
cer pilots of the volunteer reserve 
are being called now, but that 
approximately 300 non-pilot offi- 
cers with aviation specialties will 
be summoned. These, too, will be 
mostly captains and lieutenants. 

The corps said its reserve pol- 
icy is not to order any Marine, 
active or reserve, into combat if 
he is under 18 years old. 

The Army’s new announcement 
covered an additional 570 reserve 
captains and lieutenants of the 
Engineer Corps. They will be 
summoned with or without their 
consent and will be on active duty 
by Oct. 13, the Army said. The 
new announcement brought the 
total of recalled Army officers in 
all branches to 8432. 


4 CANADA BAPTISTS JAILED

Bernard M. Baruch is 80 years 
old today and he wishes every- 
body would just forget about it. 
Scorning a formal birthday 
celebration, the elder statesman 
and park bench philosopher de- 
manded What's different about 
a man having a birthday, except 
that he’s a year older? If he has 
enough of them, people will want 
to hang him or shoot him!” 
Nevertheless, a few close 
friends—at their own insistence— 
are calling today at Baruch's New 
York apartment to toast him and 
wish him a happy birthday. 
Baruch held informal court for 
a gathering of admiring children 
and their elders on a Central 
Park bench on the eve of his 
anniversary. 


“Honorary Commissioner.” 
Baruch was sought out in his 
“open air office” by Manhattan 
Borough President Robert F. Wag- 
ner, who presented him with a 
certificate designating him as hon- 
orary commissioner ‘of Manhattan 
Borough public works. 

“It’s always nice to be well 
thought of by your neighbors,” 
said Baruch. “I hope if you ever 


come to me for advice it will be 
as good as it has been in the past. 
And I hope you will be more at- 
tentive to it than some of those 
to whom I have spoken.” 

Ot the nation’s future, with war 
again flaring in the world, he 
commented: “I said what I had 
to say in my testimony befere the 
Senate committee.” 

Dislikes Half-measures. 

He referred to his appearance 
in July, when he urged immedi- 
ate all-out mobilization. He is still 
urging it. Baruch is impatient 
with half-measures and lack of 
planning. He warns of mistakes 
made in the past and expresses 
the fervent hope that the nation 
will not persist in repeating 
them. 

The former Wall Street finan- 
cier believes, above all, that we 
should always be prepared, leav- 
ing nothing to chance. That, he 
insists, is just plain common 
sense. 

“The sands are running out for 
me, but I am not senile yet,” says 
Baruch. “I'll know when I am 
and I'll shut up. But I am still 
able to cope with those fellows 
now (in Washington) and I'll keep 
telling them what I think should 
be done until somebody listens.”

building month in history.

By the end of July, the agency 
reported, new housing activity 
was 54 per cent above the volume 
from January through July last 
year. 
The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, after studying mortgages 
issued on one out of every three 
new homes built in the United 
States in 1949, gave this picture 
of the average: A _ one-family 
structure of five rooms with a 
floor area of 840 square feet. The 
property had a total value, by 
FHA values, of $8502, of which 
the site acoounted for $1018.

MOVING CIVILIANS 
BACK FROM FRONT

ON THE SOUTHWEST KO- 
REAN FRONT, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
The American Army is moving 
the entire civilian population back 
from the Southwest front in 
Korea. 
Ten thousand men, women and 
children clad in rough homespun, 
the black soil of their rice fields 
still clinging to them, milled 
around a railroad evacuation 
point in silent bewilderment 
while American artillery roared 
1000 yards ahead. 
Lt. Col. Harold G. Doty of Spo- 
kane, former Washington Water 
Power Co. employe, has moved 
46,000 since Thursday, mostly in 
old railway cars. 
The evacuation was a military 
necessity. Peasants were walking 
onto the mines the Americans 
planted for North Korean Reds. 
Others were being cut down in 
battle. The North Koreans were 
infiltrating the lines in peasant 
costume. 
A few old women refused to 
leave their pathetic little homes. 
“They say they are soon to die 
Anyway and they would prefer to 
die on their own land,” Sgt. Hisao 
Asakawa, of Honolulu, said. 
A few changed their minds as 
shells came down. American sol- 
diers took them back to the evacu- 
ation point.

On August Ist, the situation 
of our forces in Korea was a seri- 
ous one indeed. Gen. Walker had 
at that time been compelled to 
move up his last reserve (the 
Twenty-fourth Division) to meet 
the enemy threat to Pusan on the 
south coast. Then the reinforce- 
ments from the states began to ar- 
rive, in the very nick of time. 
Walker’s successive moves after 
that were not unlike those of a 
skilled chessplayer. He pulled 
the Twenty-fifth Division out of 
the central front, shifted it south, 
reinforced by the Marines and 
the Fifth Regimental Combat 
Team, and attacked the enemy on 
the narrow front between the 
Naktong and the sea. He shifted 
the Twenty-fourth Division north 
of the Naktong to reinforce the 
central front. He pushed a fresh 
South Korean division into the 
line on the north to plug up the 
hole made by the withdrawal of 
the Twenty-fifth. 

Enemy Taken Off Balance. 
The enemy was taken off bal- 
ance. His predetermined plan 
had been upset by the smashing 
of the southern pincer of his en- 
velopment. His decision was to 
shift to the center the forces 
which had been moving south 
to exploit the Pusan drive and 
stake everything on the central 
punch plus the thrust against our 
right flank at Pohang. 

But the central punch could not 
get going. Replacements reached 
the First Cavalry Division and the 
Twenty-fourth Division. Forcing 
the Naktong river line against 
well-handled defensive-offensive 
tactics backed by artillery and air- 
craft wasn't quite the same as 
wading across the Kum against 
nothing more than delaying forces.

It was with these two elements 
that Walker counterattacked the 
enemy’s “big push” when it got 
going at last, and at the present 
writing he appears to have 
stopped it in its tracks. All this 
without committing the Second 
Division, still in Army reserve. 

Thus by use of mobility, Walk- 
er has managed to defeat the ene- 
my’s offensive in detail, one piece 
at a time, and to prevent the 
enemy from exploiting his su- 
perior numbers in a co-ordinated 
attack. It is a fine piece of gen- 
eralship in the best traditions of 
our Army.

The term “hip measurement” 
can be as broad in meaning as in 
appearance.

the high measurement taken 
around your bones, where 
over-eating and lack of exercise 
leave a tattling bulge. 
For the upper, high-hip bulge, 
this: Lie on your left side 
your entire body in a 
straight line and your head rest- 
ing on your left arm. Place your 
right hand on the floor in front 
of your chest and roll your body 
backward slightly until your

the effort) bend both knees up 
sharply until they almost touch 
your chest. Then, straighten your 
legs out forward so they are at 
right angles to your body. Come 
back to starting tion by 
swinging your le wnward in 
a wide, full are. Ten times per 
side a few days; then increase at 
your own until you can 
reach forty without g g out 
of breath. Caution: Keep your 
weight at all times on that upper 
hip pad! 

For the lower hip spread, sit 
Imdlian-fashion (‘ankles e . 
knees bent and wide apart) on the 
floor. Place one hand on either 
knee. Using your hands for add- 
ed force, start rocking slightly 
from side to side. Increase the 
degree of the rock until you go 
2 onto your thigh on each 
side, 
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
